July 15 is captioned, "The Wu\CF Looks at McCarthy 
and the World"* 
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The article of July 14» 195^4- reveals that OH 
the labor program adopted at the recent 45th conven-UU 
tlon of the NAACP in Dallas, Texas was comprehensive 
and sought further to join the fight for civil rights 
with the fight for strong trade unions* The resolution 
on labor was marred only by provisions prlonging 
the partisan feud between the CIO and the unions that 
had been expelled in 1949 around the issue of the 
presidential elections* The author states that some 
of the most important provisions of the labor

1, Call to all N/J.CP members who are members 
of CIO, AFofL and ’*non-Comraunist independent unions

The article dated July l5, 1954 states that 
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"Too little attention has been paid bypr 
Americans to the fact that for more than a half dj'- 
century a rebellion has been growing among two-- 
thirds of the people of the world who are colored 
against the twin and related evils of racism and 
colonialism, ... If for no other reason than 
enlightened selfishness, the white world should have 
awakened long since to the fact that long before 
the October revolution in Russia in 1917 there was a 
bitter revolt against exportation of the raw materials 
and peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin iunorlca". 

The author states that the delegates St 
the convention took a slightly^ different view of^ 
world affairs. In dealing with "peace and inipcrial- 
ism" the delegates resolved: "imperialism, the rule 

of one nation by another, either directly or through 
a satellite or subservient government, is unjust and 
a threat to world peace” and the resolution called 
for the setting up of free governments In Indo-China, 
Tunis, Morocco and other French colonies and asked 
that no iunericon troops be sent "to Indo-China unless 
it is to protect free and sovereign governments". 

A debate developed on two paragraphs in the 
"Labor and Industry" resolutions which barred coopera- 
tion of the N/iACP with the Negro Labor Council and 
international unions expelled by the CIO* A motion 
to strike the offending paragrfphs lost by a show of 
hands with about a score of delegates voting to : 
strike. However, more than a third of the delegates 
present failed to vote either way. 

It is to he not ed that the National Negro 
Labor Council has been designated by the Attorney 
General of the United States pursuant to Executive 
Order IOI4.50, 

The article states that many of the delegates 
may have ccr^srcm^ed their consciences on the anti- 
communist sections of the rcsolrtions, but as a whole 
the delegates expressed their feelings in the anti- 
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McCarthy resolution which read in part as follows: pM 
”Under the banner of fighting Coramuhism McCarthy uU 
aims to lead the nation to fascism# And the document 
connected to fight against Jim Crow with the fight 
to curb the inquisition# « .guarantee# freedom of the 
press, speech, religion, association and political 
beliefs for all citizens”. The article concludes by 
stating that the anti- Communism and foreign policy 
statements coming out of the NAACP convention was_not 
as all** inclusive as the final resolutions show# Further 
resolutions cannot reveal the direction i"' which a 
large nximber of the still predorainently middle-class 
delegates are moving#
